13 Valuable Prizes Will be Awarded 


at Peoples Loan & Trust Co. 


Contest Saturday. 


The corn contests being held here 
— the ones which were condu cted by 
The Ru shv ille National bank and A. 
B. Norris a few day s ago and the 
one which will be held by the Peop les 
Loan & Tru st comp any Satu rday — 
are stimu lating 
interest 
in corn 
growing in Ru sh cou nty with 
the 
resu lt that Ru sh cou nty will enter 
the nex t state corn contest with a 
well fortified ex hibit that is home to 
p lace Ru sh cou nty 
“on 
the corn 
map ,” so to sp eak . 
Heretofore a few growers 
hav e 
made ex hibits at the state contest, 
bu t no u nited effort was ev er made 
to land the p rize. 
It is becau se of 
the combined efforts of the fanners 
of Johnson and other cou nties that 
they hav e been enabled to be p rize 
winners at the state show. 
Ru sh cou nty fanners, since a re­ 
newed interest has been ev inced in 
corn growing, are going to work to­ 
gether with a v iew to 
add 
fu rther 
fame to Ru sh cou nty as a farming 
commu nity . 
It is not at all imp robable that the 
winners in the contests recently held 
and the sweep stak e winner in the 
contest Satu rday will combine with 
others to mak e Ru sh cou nty a real 
contender in the state show. By this 
method the cream of the best, which 
has been adju dged so by comp etent 
ju dges, will v ie with the best from 
other cou nties. 
The state show regu lations allow 
that the ex hibits be made by cou nties 
and not by indiv idu als. 
This giv es 
the op p ortu nity of indiv idu als work ­ 
ing together with the idea of bu ild­ 
ing u p the farming interests of their 
cou nty rather than their own indiv i- 
du ally . 
Many p eop le hav e v iewed the dis­ 
p lay of corn in the Peop les Loan & 
Tru st comp any ex hibit and 
declare 
it to be the best they hav e ev er seen 
ou tside of a state show. 
The dis­ 
p lay is on the third floor 
of 
the 
bu ilding and the p u blic is inv ited in 
to see it. 
There are fou r hu ndred and eigh­ 
ty ears of corn on ex hibit and it is 
ex p ected that more will be entered 
before the ju dging Satu rday . 
Each 
contestant entered ten ears, mak ing 
in all forty -eight contestants. 
The 
contest is limited to boy s. 
The entries are 
made 
by 
town­ 
ship s, becau se there will be a 
p rize 
for each township , and a sweep stak e 
p rize for the best ov er all. 
There is 
an av erage of fou r disp lay s to the 
township , bu t some township s hav e 
more than fou r contests, while one 
or two hav e only two 
entries 
and 
sev eral hav e three. 
The winner in each township 
will 
receiv e a 
free scholarship 
to 
the 
Pu rdu e u niv ersity short cou rse, with 
all ex p enses p aid. 
The sweep stak e 
p rize will be tw’enty -fiv e dollars in 
cash. 
The fathers of sev eral of the boy s 
who are contestants hav e said that, 
in the ev ent that their sons won one 
the scolarship s, they w’ou ld accom­ 
p any the p arty and attend the short 
cou rse. 
The Peop les Loan & Tru st 
Comp any will send one or two rep ­ 
resentativ es and C. M. George, cou n­ 
ty su p erintendent 
of 
the 
schools, 
along with the winners.

As Soldier Made Study of 
Shrewdness Won the 
His Country, With an 
Admiration of Diaz. 
Eye to the Future.

UT of three y ears of ceaseless 
Imbroglio in Mex ico sev eral fig­ 
u res hav e been in the ascendan­ 
cy only to wane with the com­ 
ing of ov erwhelming power from hid­ 
den 
sou rces. 
Bu t 
today 
aligned 
against each other are two figu res that 
command the attention of the civ ilized 
■world. They are Yictoriano Hu erta and 
General Venu stiano Carranza. 
Hu erta 
as 
prov isional 
president 
faced the most forcefu l rev olu tion in 
the repu blic’s history when General 
Carranza, gov ernor of the state of Coa- 
hu ila, declaring himself the constitu 
tionally elected president of the cou n­ 
try , declared war u pon the faction 
charged repeatedly with responsibility 
for the assassination of President Ma 
dero. 
Both Hu erta and Carranza are mill 
tary men reared in the Porflrio Diaz 
schooL 
Hu erta receiv ed his military 
training as a member of the Chapu lte- 
pec cadets, an organization similarly 
constitu ted to the West Point of the 
United States. He early demonstrated 
that he was a bora soldier. 
He was 
eighteen when Porflrio Diaz appointed 
him, then a resident of Chihu ahu a, to 
a cadetship. He passed fou r y ears in 
the military school and then joined a 
coast regiment 
Bu t in 1802, at the age of thirty -fiv e, 
he emerged once more as a man who 
had serv ed twelv e y ears of activ e, rou ­ 
tine army life and with the rank of 
lieu tenant colonel in command of a 
military station. 


Fa rseeing :, Merciless Stra teg y . 
He had many adv entu res with brig­ 
ands, and one of them happened to be 
a tu rning point in his career, say s a 
writer in the New York Press. 
On a 
certain day he was riding throu gh a 
mou ntain pass, accompanied by two or 
three of his military family , when a 
grou p of men sprang ou t of the u nder­ 
bru sh, cov ered them with rifles and 
called on them to su rrender. 
A man less able than Hu erta might 
hav e mad© resistance. 
He did not. 
His mind leaped far ahead to a possi­ 
ble denou ement worth while, and, prob­ 
ably to the inner disgu st of his com­ 
panions, he su rrendered at once with­ 
ou t ev en a show of fight 
Pleased as cou ld be, the highway ­ 
men admitted that they w ere‘part of 
Zegaza’s bandits and condu cted the 
distingu ished prisoners to Zegaza’s hu t 
and there after a brief parley Zegaza 
made a proposition whereby Hu erta 
wou ld receiv e material benefits if he 
wou ld k eep Zegaza informed of the 
day s when Hu erta's soldiers wou ld be 
absent from a neighboring v illage, 
leav ing it u nprotected. 
"Let me k now In adv ance,” said 
Zegaza, "when y ou are going to send 
y ou r troops away from the v illage to 
patrol su rrou nding cou ntry , and on 
su ch day s my band will qu ietly drop 
Into the v illage, tak e any wines, food 
and money we may be in need of and 
depart withou t the necessity of k illing 
any v illagers or pu tting y ou to the 
trou ble of fighting u s.” 
Rewa rded by Po rflrio Dia z. 
This is what Zegaza is reported to 
hav e said to Hu erta, bu t what special

indu cements he may hav e offered is 
not recorded. 
Bu t it Is recorded that 
within two week s Hu erta sent a mes­ 
sage of two words to Zegaza, and the 
two words were: 
"Nex t Thu rsday .” 
Thu rsday came, and with it came to 
the v illage Zegaza and his band of ou t­ 
laws. As soon as they were safely in 
the main street a detachment of Hu er­ 
ta’s troops su ddenly appeared in front 
of them and opened fire. 
Sev eral of Zegaza’s men toppled from 
their saddles and fell to earth dead. 
Others were wou nded, and all were at 
once su rrou nded and placed u nder ar­ 
rest. 
Zegaza himself, described as a 
fearless, desperate man, was shot one 
week later, “in an attempt to escape 
from prison,” according to the report 
at the time. 
News of this sharp, qu ick , strategic 
action reached President Diaz, who 
had k ept his ey e on Hu erta ev er since 
as a lad he entered the military school 
at Chapu ltepec. Soon Lieu tenant Colo­ 
nel Hu erta was ordered to report at 
the palace in Mex ico City . Thither he 
went and was told to choose what post 
he lik ed best u nder the war depart­ 
m ent 
Kno ws Ev ery Inch o f Mex ico . 
His choice was not that of com­ 
manding a garrison in a city where he 
cou ld attend dinners and balls and 
where he cou ld see the drama, asso­ 
ciate with interesting men and meet 
charming women. 
Instead of su ch a 
post he chose to be appointed chief of 
the geographical department—to the 
su rprise of all who did not k now him 
well. 
And as soon as possible he again de­ 
parted from Mex ico City , and for an­ 
other period of ten long y ears he was 
engaged in going from one end of Mex 
leo to another, stu dy ing the location 
of riv ers, plateau s, mou ntain ranges, 
su rv ey ing hu ndreds and thou sands of 
squ are miles and becoming intimately 
acqu ainted with ev ery nook and cran­ 
ny and water cou rse of his difficu lt 
cou ntry u ntil, when he once more 
emerged in 19 02, he probably possess­ 
ed more intimate personal k nowledge 
of Mex ico than any other liv ing man* 
He finished this su rv ey and map- 
mak ing work with the rank of a brig­ 
adier generaL 
Bra v ery Unquestio ned. 


General Hu erta was bom in Chi 
hu ahu a abou t six ty y ears ago. 
He is 
married and has sev eral children. 
In personality General Hu erta is a 
man of strong will and a sev ere dis­ 
ciplinarian. 
While recently the state­ 
ment has been made that his su pre­ 
macy In the Mex ican gov ernment has 
made him wealthy ; on the other hand. 
ho is said to bo comparativ ely poor. 
His personal brav ery is u nqu estioned, 
as indicated by his act in sav ing a 
small commu nity of foreign residents 
from rebel attack while in command 
of the sou thern troops u nder Presi­ 
dent Diaz. 
With bu t a few accompa 
ny lng 
him. 
General 
Hu erta 
rode 
throu gh the rebel lines In an au tomo­ 
bile and retu rned at the head of a 
force su fficient to driv e off the attack ­ 
ing body .

Enou gh bones of the monoclontu s, 
or horned dinosau r, hav e at last been 
u nearthed from the Red Deer riv er re­ 
gion in Alberta, Canada, to form the 
first complete sk eleton of the prehis­ 
toric creatu re. Barnu m Brown of the 
staff of the American Mu seu m of Nat­ 
u ral History , in New York city , has 
Ju st retu rned with a carload of bones 
of the dinosau r and other mammoth 
animals which flou rished in the Red 
Deer riv er region some 3,000,000 y ears 
ago, it is estimated. 
Fragments of the bones which now 
mak e u p the first complete sk eleton of 
the monocloniu s were first discov ered 
in 1876 . The sk eleton complete shows 
that the creatu re stood abou t fiv e feet 
high and was fifteen feet long. 
Besides the monocloniu s there were 
fou nd parts of three new species of the 
horned dinosau r and su fficient material 
to complete the sk eleton of an ank y ­ 
losau ru s, a weird creatu re, which had 
a coat resembling a su it of armor au d 
carried a sort of clu b at the end of its 
tail. 
The discov eries made the di- 
nosau ru s collection of the Natu ral His­ 
tory mu seu m the finest of the sort in 
the world.

New York , Dec. ll.—The state’s 
special inv estigator, John A. Hen­ 
nessy , who gav e to District Attorney 
Whitman the name of John M. Mu r­ 
phy , the contractor whose testimony 
inv olv ing James E. Gaffney created a 
sensation at the John Doe inq u iry , v ol­ 
u nteered information as to how he 
came to get a line on Mu rphy as a 
witness lik ely to hav e interesting 
things to tell. Althou gh Mr. Hennes­ 
sy had nev er seen Mu rphy he came 
to k now him d u ring the interv al that 
followed the remov al of C. Gord on 
Reel as su perintend ent of highway s 
and the appointment of John N. Car­ 
lisle. 
Accord ing to Hennessy two Long 
Island 
highway 
contracts 
brou ght 
Mu rphy his $13 ,000 commission which 
y ield ed nothing to Warren brothers 
of Boston, whom he represented . Mu r­ 
phy ’s job, as agent of this company , 
was to get highway specifications fix ed 
in su ch a way that the contractors 
wou ld hav e to u se the patented pav ing 
of Warren Brothers. 
He su cceed ed 
in getting his company ’s prod u ct spe­ 
cified for a road at Patchogu e and at 
Port Jefferson. 
Mu rphy got his commission of $13 ,- 
000 a week after the specifications 
were fix ed , and , accord ing to the 
agreement which he had with James 
E. Gaffney and Joseph D. Carroll, paid 
them their one-third share. It was not 
u ntil September that Mu rphy paid his 
campaign contribu tion of $2,000. 
The contractors who got the jobs of 
bu ild ing the two Long Island road s 
alread y had begu n ex cav ating when 
Reel was remov ed as su perintend ent 
of highway s. Mr. Carlisle was not ap­ 
pointed for some time thereafter, and 
in the interim Hennessy was a sort of 
acting su perintend ent, he hav ing been 
named a commissioner by Gov ernor 
Su lzer. Hennessy said he had an ink ­ 
ling that the specifications for these I 
road s were not all they shou ld be, and 
he mad e an ex amination of them and 
threw ou t the bid s. 
District Attorney Whitman has been 
apprised of this matter.

Mex ico City , Dec ll.—Great u neasi­ 
ness is felt here as a resu lt of the 
reb el attack on Tamp ico. 
A g reat 
nu mb er of fo reig ners reside in the g u lf 
p ort, and it is feared that the fig hting 
now g oing on will comp el the Ameri­ 
can admiral to land a foroe of ma­ 
rines to p ro tect fo reig n Interests. 
Rear Admiral Fletcher’s flag ship , the 
b attleship Rhode Island, is ly ing In 
the harb o r of Tamp ico, and it is b e­ 
liev ed that the o ther fo reig n command­ 
ers will comp ly with whatev er decision 
is taken b y Admiral Fletcher. When 
the news of the attack reached Vera 
Cru z, the three United States b attle­ 
ship s there sailed at once to Tamp ico. 
The British cru iser Su ffolk followed 
sho rtly after. 
A b ill has b een intro du ced in con­ 
g ress b y o ne of General Hu erta’s 
sp o kesmen p ro p o sing to g rant the p ro­ 
v isional p resident dictato rial p owers 
in the dep artment o f finance, war and 
interio r. This b ill was sent to a com­ 
mittee which will do u b tlessly rep o rt It 
fav orab ly .

El Paso, Dec. ll.—A b attle fo r the 
su p remacy of no rthern Mex ico b e­ 
tween the federal army o f General 
Salv ado r Mercado and the reb el army 
of General Pancho Villa, is ex p ected 
to b e fo u g ht at Ojinag a o r v icinity in 
the nex t few day s. The federals can­ 
no t p ossib ly escap e into Co ahu ila o r 
Nu ev o Leo n witho u t a fig ht, acco rding 
to the Idea of American military men, 
and the av idity with which the fed­ 
erals are fo rtify ing Ojinag a sho ws this 
to b e their b elief also. 
The federal colu mn has b een con­ 
tinu ally harassed enro u te fro m Falo- 
mlr, and 3,500 of Villa’s men u nder 
Monclov lo Herrerra are Immediately 
in the rear of the federals, so clo se 
that Herrerra will b e ab le to draw a 
cordon ab o u t the 
b o rder to wn and 
fo rce the federals to fig ht b efo re re­ 
treating to Nu ev o Leon, if that is their 
intentio n. General Villa himself is ex ­ 
p ected to b e in p erso nal command b y 
the time the b attle op ens, if the fed­ 
erals do no t fo rce a fig ht at o nce b y 
b reaking away from the b ord 
et. 
The last of the federal army is at 
Ojinag a, so are p ractically all of the 
civ ilian refu g ees, hu t no t all the’ refu ­ 
g ees hav e cro ssed to the American 
side. Lu is Terrazas and family and all 
the o thers o f the mo re no tab le refu ­ 
g ees fro m Chihu ahu a are still held in 
Ojinag a b y the federal officials.

Death of William H. Reese 


Perplexes OtliGers. 


Mo o resville, Ind., Dec. ll.—A sto ck 
buy er, William H. Reese, living east o f 
Mo o resville, w'ho was my sterio usly 
sho t w'hen driv ing a buggy near his 
ho me, died at the Metho dist ho sp ital 
In Indianap o lis. 
There are co nflicting o p inio ns amo ng 
the to wnsp eo p le here, many o f them 
declaring that Reese was murdered, 
while o thers think the sto ck buy er 
killed himself, tho ugh there is much 
ev idence to substantiate the murder 
theo ry , such as the fact that no p o w­ 
der burns were disco v ered o n the 
clo thing and the co urse o f the bullet 
was indicativ e o f murder. 
Reese wras fo und unco nscio us in his 
buggy abo ut two miles east o f his 
ho me, by Ro sco e Farmer and Paul 
Carter, w’ho turned the ho rse aro und 
and dro v e to the Reese ho me, where 
they carried tho unco nscio us man into 
the ho use. 
While lifting him they 
p ulled o p en his to p co at and under­ 
co at. 
They then no ticed that there 
was blo o d o n Reese’s v est, and they 
hastily made an ex aminatio n. 
Phy sicians were called hurriedly to 
the ho use and their ex aminatio n sho w­ 
ed that Reese was fatally wo unded. 
While wo rking with him the unco n­ 
scio us man o p ened his ey es and to ld 
the p hy sicians and his so ns that he 
had been sho t when driv ing alo ng the 
ro ad. 
He described his assailant as a man 
abo ut medium height and build, and 
said the man was driv ing a ho rse at­ 
tached to an o p en buggy . He said the 
stranger p assed him o n the wro ng side 
o f the ro ad and when o p p o site him 
drew up and ex claimed: 
“I am go ing to sho o t y o u.” 
Reese said the man sho t two o r 
three times at him witho ut addressing 
him further. 
The wo unded man said 
he did no t kno w what hap p ened after 
that. Reese was remo ved to the Meth­ 
o dist ho sp ital at Indianap o lis, where 
death fo llo wed a few ho urs later.
